PACOIMA*RACE” PREJUDICE? 


PACOIMA, A SMALL CITY in the 
San Fernando Valley, last week was up 
in arms concerning the “noise” produced 
by car and motorcycle races and the 
motorcycle racing school held at White- 
man Air Park, the Pacoima airport which 
has recently been turned into a raceway. 

To make the situation worse, the 
issue has become complicated with 
racial and political problems. The 
National Association for the Advance- 
ment of Colored People claim they are 
angry because they feel the speedway 
would not be allowed to operate in an 
all-white neighborhood (Whiteman bor- 
ders on a predominantly Negro district). 
They also feel that “the track is not 
benefiting the community economically.” 

No, the NAACP has not sent any of 
its people to apply for jobs atWhiteman, 
even though there are some clubs hold- 
ing events there that would welcome 
dependable personnel who would be 
willing to work for prevailing wages. In 
fact, Cycle News needs one or two boys 
to sell papers at the AFM events. If 
anyone is interested they should con- 
tact our Circulation Manager before 
July 29. 

Has the NAACP interviewed mer- 
chants around the Whiteman Stadium and 
asked them how much food, notion items, 
gasoline and oil they have sold to the 
fans and racers who come to Whiteman?

Sig Erson and Bob 
Allen, both on new Greeves, had a 
little bad luck. They both damaged their 
bikes. Sig put a hole through his pri- 
mary case.

SHORT TRACK SCENE 





SO MANY ENTRIES signed up to 
ride at South Gate Speedway on Thurs- 
day night that the program was changed 
to add a Bmain event in the 100cc class 
along with the B main in the 250cc 
class. The 50cc main event and trophy 
dash again this week went to Paul Wilde 
from Long Beach on his Yamaha. The 
100cc trophy dash and the 250cc trophy 
dash was a double win for Keith Mash- 
burn. Keith was riding his Honda in the 
100cc event and was mounted on a Mon- 
tesa for the 250cc win. The 100cc B 
main went to Tom Sherman from Thou- 
sand Oaks on a Honda, followed by 
Myrle Hamm from East Los Angeles on 
a Bridgestone. The 100cc main went to 
Russ Robinson, followed by Keith Mash- 
burn and Gary Calkins. 

At the start of the 100cc main event, 
Gary took the lead, followed by Keith 
and then Russ. On the 4th lap, Gary 
went a little wide, allowing Keith and 
Russ to come underneath. The race con- 
tinued for another two laps in this fash- 
ion and Keith went wide on the north 
turn and Russ, with his cool riding style 
and superb control, moved out in front 
and beat Keith across the finish line.

Thorwaldson, John Bradford and 
Jack Konle were the three heat race 
winners with Konle the fastest in 
new record time. Problems kept him 
back in 4th place at the finish in 
the final. Bradford was a solid third. 

Bakersfield’s Dan Reed won his 
second straight novice final on Fri- 
day night to take a tighter hold on 
the “B” class point race. 

The next TT will run on the first 
Saturday night in August with an- 
other slated in August on Friday 
night, the 19th.

Boom Is No Bust 


As evidence of the rapid progress 
now taking place in the merchandising 
of motorcycles, we are happy to report 
that the so-called motorcycle “boom” 
is over. It did not end with a “Bust” as 
business booms usually do. This motor- 
cycle phenomenon is solidifying into a 
major industry that will be adding its 
billions of dollars to American’s gross 
national product as far into the future 
as our crystal ball can see. 

Unlike the motorcycle boom that 
happened in Europe after the war, the 
U.S. version is not based on the average 
buyer’s inability to own a car. As soon 
as the Europeans became prosperous 
enough to buy a car, they abandoned 
motorcycling except as a spectator 
sport. Over there, hundreds of thousands 
still attend the Grand Prix classics, 
both road races and scrambles. Sales 
tumbled. 

But the average U.S, cycle enthu- 
siast already owns a car or two. He 
buys his cycle for a variety of reasons, 
but not because he has to.I believe that 
U.S. cycle sales will continue to climb 
as long as people in the motorcycle 
industry tend to business. 

It is difficult to believe, but some 
key figures in the industry feel that 
business is tao good. They predict that 
their “boom” will soon go bust. Some of 
the worst pessimists say that the end is 
near. One leading figure in the industry 
said he thought, in all seriousness, that 
Honda’s current summer sale meant that 
“the world’s biggest seller” was already 
feeling the pinch. He had heard that 
their warehouses were jammed with 
motorcycles and interpreted that to mean 
that Honda sales are slipping. Ha! I am 
certain that everyone inthe Honda sales 
organization will get a nice chuckle out 
of that old-time motorcycle business- 
man’s reaction to modern merchandising 
technique. 

I would laugh more heartily at the 
pessimists were it not for the fact that 
many times the nay-sayer is a brake on 
the wheel of progress. He refuses to 
increase production because he doesn’t 
want more work, yet he would sooner 
part with his honor than give up his 
exclusive franchise. 

He will not lift a finger or spend a 
cent to improve the sport or its “image” 
because he is afraid he might generate 
more consumer demand, more customers 
to “bother” him. I feel sorry for the 
people who iave to do business with 
such a loser, and I thank heaventhat 
history is rapidly proving them wrong.

SCRAMBLIN 
AROUND

It seems that lately we've been 
grumbling about what is wrong with the 
AMA, complaining about various rulings 
and other things we don’t like and 
seeming to forget what is good about 
the AMA. 

For all the complaints we have, the 
organization is still probably the best 
in the world of amateurclass competi- 
tion, providing a system that is almost 
foolproof in allowing you to rise through 
the ranks as a competitor, taking the 
next step up when you prove that you 
are ready by earning your points, and 
not before. 

You are all aware of the rules, but 
maybe you don’t know how good the 
system is when compared to another 
sport like ours, one based on a hobby, 
like amateur sports car racing. When 
we were personally in that little sports 
car world which is every bit as tight a 
society as motorcycling, there was no 
such thing as a Novice. When applying 
for a license you went up to the club 
office after you had passedthe physical, 
and took a written test. This was quite 
tough requiring that you at least knew 
flags, conduct on the track etc., and 
that was that. You climbed into your 
little bomb and raced. There were 
course judges who observed to make 
sure you weren’t a complete and utter 
squirrel, but the point is that a man 
who had perhaps never driven anything 
more violent than an MG to the super- 
market could buy a car like a 4.9 Fer- 
rari and go out with it in the same race 
as people like Phil Hill, Carrol Shelby, 
Pete Woods and Dan Gurney, et al. 
That’s enough to make your hair stand 
on end! The parallel in our sport would 
be riding a Trail 50, then buying a TT 
Special and riding the Open Expert 
class first time out. 

Now when the AMA set up the rules 
for Sportsman Competition, they really 
knew what they were about in prevent- 
ing fiascos like that. Sure, you can 
move from a Trail 50 to a TT Special, 
but you'll ride it with all the other 
Novices who are learning what it’s all 
about, and the system moves right along 
into professional competition. The re- 
cent ruling of having to present an 
Amateur or Expert Sportsman card to 
get your Novice Class “C” license 
stops a great number of unqualified 
people from becoming money racers. 
The drop in the number of Ascot Nov- 
ice accidents this year shows how well 
this works. 

Not only in the field of competition, 
but in all phases of motorcycling, the 
AMA has built and is continuing to 
build a climate of respectability by 
means of lobbying, and enforcing gen- 
eral “good citizen” rules on its mem- 
bers. You don’tappear on a professional 
track on a junker or looking like a HA 
yourself. In a recent referee’s report 
there was a note pertaining to beards. 
Beards are O.K. but no kooky looking 
ones are allowed. In the system of 
sanctioning events, when you enter a

BATES MOLYNEAUX KILLED 


Veteran dirt tracker Bates Molyneaux 
was fatally injured last Saturday night 
in a half-mile event at Troy, Ohio. 

The Detroit rider had been racing 
since 1955. He won the Daytona Ama- 
teur 100 miler on the beach in 1956 and 
up until two years ago was one of the 
top ten half-milers in the nation. 

Bates competed at Ascot in ‘59, ‘60 
and ‘61. In histast half-mile appearance 
at Ascot he was leading the main event 
until he fell on the backstretch on the 
12th lap in the 15-lap final. 

Witnesses stated that it appeared 
that his throttle stuck open, causing 
him to crash and death was perhaps due 
to a broken neck. The event was won 
by Ronnie Rall. 

Molyneaux rode Harley-Davidson his 
entire career and was sponsored for 
many years by Detroit dealer Earl Rob- 
inson. He was a one-time winner of the 
Billy Huber Memorial half-mile at Read- 
ing, Pa. and a three-time Michigan 
state dirt track title holder. 

He retired at the end of the ‘64 sea- 
son but came back to ride Springfield 
last year and then has been a consist- 
ent rider at midwest half-miles this 
year, Bates was not married.

the same way any place you go because 
there is a standardized way of doing it 
with classes, points awarded, etc. and 
you have a plainly stated set of rules 
to follow.

We hope 
with all the in-fighting that’s been go- 
ing on lately, and the fact that the 
National AMA must know the natives on 
the West Coast are restless, that some 
more good rules and changes will 
come out of the chaos. Say, that’s who 
must be behind all this uproar. KAOS!
